It brought death to ohe man, in- 
jury to thirty persons, probably fatal 
in five cases, and property damage 
exceeding $100,000. It tore a hole 
twenty feet in diameter in the wall 
separating the telephone company's 
vaults from the alley, completely 
wrecking tons of steet” wire cable, 
smashed the rear wall of Thompson's 
restaurant, at No. 108 Madison street, 
injuring the Pastime Nickle Theater, 
No. 1056 Madison. street, creating
